The de- 
velopment of strength is probably yet 
to come. Anybody who knows any- 
thing about labor movements does not 
need to be told that the Central switch- 
men would not go into another strike so 
soon without their being a con- 


certed plan arranged and a de- 
termination to fight a _ pitched 
battle for supremacy. The men 


have driven the wedge at the 
most critical period and whoever is re- 
sponsible for the movement has shown 
Sager of no mean order.

AT THE CENTRAL YARDS. 

The Central yards are under picket 
guard. It is feared the strike will 
spread to other Vanderbilt lines, the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Central and 
West Shore. Under orders of Gen. 
Doyle the entire Fourth Brigade was 
concentrated here today. All will be 
needed as the strike covers several 
miles of territory. 

Superintendent Voorhees, of the New 
York Central, said to an Associated 
Press reporter this morning that there 
are 150 men of that line out. They 
professed to demand shorter hours, 
which the company refused to grant, 


but they were actually trying to 


get 10 percent. increase in pay. This 
also the company would not grant as 
already they are receiving more than 
any other men performing like service 
in the State. He added that there has 
been no delay to trains and things are 
in good shape, because there is no per- 
ishable freight in the yards. If given 
protection by the authorities the com- 
pany would find no difficulty in supply- 
ing the strikers’ places. 

Sergt. Elsaesser of Co. F. Sixty-fifth 
Regiment, was accidentally shot this 
morning while handling a rifle and died 
soon after. 

SWITCHMEN’S CHARGES. 

Master Workman Sweeney said this 
afternoon that the switchmen are not 
only not toblame for the acts of dis- 
order, but they do not sanction them 
in any way. Mr. Sweeney said that a 
rumor is going about that the company 


had cars set on fire on Sunday morning 


to enlist sympathy and put the strikers 
ina hole; that the burned cars were 
condemned: ones, shunted on grass- 
rown sidings and left there to rot. 

e said they considered the militia 
their friends, but their presence was 
unnecessary as the organization was 
peaceful. 

Vice-President Webb of the Central, 
said this evening that they intended to 
run the road and move all trains as us- 
ual, without employing Pinkertons, but 
looking to the State to protect the men. 

Although the troops are more com- 
fortable than yesterday, they are com- 
plaining bitterly because the railroads 
do not send passenger coaches out for 
shelter. Gen. Doyle and staff were 
very much occupied all day placing the 


arriving troops. The picket lines ex- 


tend about twenty-five miles tonight. 
Some 2000 men are on the ground un- 
der arms. The strike on the Central in- 
creased the work of the military as its 
property has also to be guarded. A 
strong guard keeps Queen street closed 
from the Lackawanna trestle north. 
Today all through the Lehigh Valley 
yards and Buffalo Creek yards down to 
the island, and around to the Lake Shore 
everything was almost dead. The com- 
panies did not attempt to move any of 
the long lines of cars filling the switch- 
ing and sidetracks. 

The strikers “es flag and there is no 
trouble of any kind. The Lehigh peo- 
ple would not attempt to work because 
they said there was not enough protec- 
tion on the ground. Although there 
has been no trouble, they knew if work 
were attempted trouble would ensue. 
The Lehigh people expect men to go to 
work tomorrow in the switchmen’s 

laces. 

Trouble is threatened “at the Erie 
elevator, which is glutted with grain. 
Six boats had to be refused and an at- 
tempt was made to run down a string of 
empty cars, but the strikers interfered.

The doubts of those 
critics’’ as to the ultimate effect of the 
adoption of free trade by the United 
States are warranted. No one denies 
that the immediate effect of free trade 
would be exceedingly beneficial to En- 
gland and awfully injurious to this 
country. She would send to the United 
States three or four hundred million 
dollars’ worth per annum more of goods 
than now. All the British operatives 
would have steady work, and employ- 
ment could be given to many artisans 
on the continent. All the mill bosses 
would make good profits. There would 
be a small millennium there for a time, 
while panics, strikes, stagnation, and 
idleness prevailed in this country. 

But after the manufacturers of the 
United States had recovered from the 
shock of free trade they would begin 
the task of competing with England on 
the English cheap labor basis. They 
would pick themselves up out of the 
mud, open their mills and shops for 
workmen at British rates of wages, and 
set to work to make goodsas cheaply as 
their rivals. Want and 
would compel the idle workmen to ac- 
cept the low wages offered. They 
would have certain advantages on their 
side. Food would be some cheaper here 
than across the ocean in England, 
France orGermany. The United States 
is rich in nearly all the minerals; En- 
gland in only coal and iron. This coun-

The manufacturers and workmen of 
this country, having just resumed oper- 
ations after.a long period of inactivity 
and idleness, the sufferings and priva- 
tions of which were fresh in their mem - 
ories, would feel that they could not af- 
ford to be thrown out of work and bnsi- 
ness again. Afterthe men had sub- 
mitted to one tremendous tut in wages 
to get down tothe British level they 


small additional reduction, and they 
and their employers would recommence 
underseiling the English. 

This rivalry would continue until one 
side gave up, exhausted and ruined. It 
is the opinion of the Tribune that the 
United States, with its greater natural 
resources, would win in the long run in 
this deadly struggle of. endurance and 
privation. English capital and work- 
men would pour into this country and 
this would become the great manufac- 
turing country of the world, while 
Britain would be glad to retain the 
second position.

THE TAYLOR CASE. 


The Matter Summarily Disposed 
of by Judge Smith. 


The Naturalization Papers Canceled, | etc, 
but no Investigation Had. 


No Official Inquiry as to the Chang- 
ing of the Records. 


The Case May Yet Go to the United 
States Court— Attorneys of the 
Opinion That Judge Smith Has 

Exceeded His Jurisdiction, 


The Taylor naturalization matter was 
very summarily disposed of in Judge 
Smith’s court yesterday morning with- 
out the most important feature—the 
changing of the public records—being 
touched upon at all. As to the Taylor 
naturalization, that of itself cut very 
little figure. There may or may not 
have been an error, and the cancella- 
tion of the papers could have been pro- 
ceeded with in due form. The main 
point, and the one in which the public 
is interested, is the changing of the 
public records, and it wasto bring out 
the facts in this connection that the 
public investigation,was demanded, in 
order that steps might be taken which 
would prevent such a thing occurring 
again. 

When the case was called the plain- 
tiff, John A. Pirtle, was present with 
his counsel, Messrs. C. C. Stephens and 
T. E. Gibbon, the defendant, Robert A. 
Taylor, being represented by G. W. 
Knox, Esq.. while County Clerk Ward 
appeared in propria A num- 
ber of interested spectators were pres- 
ent, among them being several county 
officials. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
reading of the complaint by C. C. 
Stephens, Esq., which document was 

ublished in full in Tus Times on Tues- 

ay morning last. 

After this formula had been disposed 
of, Tax Collector A. B. Whitney was 
called to the witness stand by Attorney 
Stephens, who remarked that he de- 
sired to proceed with the investigation 
in such a manner as to satisfy not only 


‘| the Court but all the parties interested 


in this matter. 

Attorney Knox then arose and, some- 
what to the surprise of the onlookers, 
orally. amswered to the complaint on 
behalf of the defendants, admitting the 
truth of the allegations contained 
therein; and stating that it was the de- 
sire of his client, Taylor, that the 
naturalization be revoked, he having 
made a mistake. That was the onl 
question before the Court, and it woul 
be simply taking up the time of the 
Court unnecessarily to pr oceed further 
with the matter, 

At this juncture somewhat of a sensa- 
tion was created by Attorney W. A. 
Ryan, who addressed the Court at some 
length on the subject. We said that he 
feltit his duty to make a statement 
with regard to this matter in view of 
the fact that such a summary method 
of proceedure w ing taken. John 
A. Pirtle, the plaintiſf in this case, had 
publicly been charged with an offense, 
and now sued County Clerk Ward and 
Robert A. *., ipa both of whom had 
been acc of, complicity. Both 
defendants had expressed à de- 
sire for a full investigation, yet 
no witnesses had been 83 
although several were willing to 
pear. The citizens were — | 
this case, and it was generally felt that 
the only way of getting at the truth was 
to have an attorney admitted as amicus 
curice. He had been informed that 
George J. Denis, Esq., had expected to 
be there, and his absence was only ac- 
counted for by the hasty manner in 
which the case had been taken up. 
Then again, it had been stated that the 
Court had talked to Pirtle about this 
matter, and it might be necessary to 
call him (Judge Smith) as a witness. If 
the parties really desired an investiga- 
tion no harm possibly be done by 
letting the matter go over for a few 
days, and he therefore moved the Court 
for a continuance in order that the 
facts might be brought out. 

Attorney Knox expressed his willing- 
ness to accede to this proposition, but 
T. E. Gibbon, Esq., of counsel for the 
plaintiff, vigorously opposed it, arguing 
that all the parties were agreed that 
the naturalization onght to be revoked, 
and as this was the only point before 


the court, it was unnecessary to pro- 


ceed further. If a full investigation 
was necessary the proper method of 
procedure would be to institute crimi- 
nal proceedings against the parties. 
Judge Smith, when the matter was 
finally submitted to him, denied the 
motion for a continvance and ordered a 


‘decree as prayed for by the plaintiff, 


vacating his order of August 3 last by 
which Robert A. Taylor was admitted 
to citizenship, and canceling the certifi- 
cate issued prior thereto by the County 
Clerk. In doing so he took occasion to 
remark that all the parties to the action 
had admitted that a mistake had been 
made and that the naturalizatson ought 
to be revoked and he could not see what 
business outsiders had to insist upon 
an investigation which. under the 
circumstances was unnecessary. He 
was well aware that this matter had 
been aired in the public press, and that 
there might be some politicai reasous 
why certain gentlemen who had been 
dragged into this matter should nave 8 

chance to clear their skirts of an 

thing like a charge that has been made 
against them, and that they should 
have a chance to tell their story and 
get it confirmed by somebody else’s 
story, but he did not intend that busy- 
bodies and others interested in political 
machinery should run his court. So 
long as he presided over it he would 


not allow politics to enter within its: 


doors, and he was détermined to try 
cases only in accordance with the 
principles of law. 

At the conclusion of these remarks 
Judge Smith left the bench and the 
crowd filed out of the courtroom. 

MORE COMPLIGATIONS. 

To most of those p t at yester- 
day’s proceedings the matter would ap- 
pear to have been definitely settled; 
but, if a certain rumor proves correct, 


‘| the matter, instead of being remedied, 


has only reached a worse state of com- 
plication than before. This rumor is to 
the effect that Judge Smith has ex- 
ceeded his jurisdiction in revoking Tay- 
lor’s naturalization, and it is the opin- 
ion of a number of lawvers in this city 
that such power is vested only in the 
Federal courts. 

Section 2165 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States provides for the 
admission of aliens as follows:

Fogged—if you are still in possession of 
aremnant of your natural faculties— 
you brush the whole tribe aside and in- 
sist on your original proposition with 
the premises which ought to have been 
granted at first, without argument, 
All other requirements being satisfied,

sion, stick to it and don't allow any- 
body to divert your attention into col- 
lateral branches that ought to be ac- 
cepted without argument. The pur- 
pose of such objectors is not to make 
the argument clearer, but to confuse it, 
and if you fasten them up against the 
wall and make every proposition so 
plain that they cannot deny it, they 
will conclude by denying your original 
premises. 

Now, we find an exactly parallel case 
in discussing the tariff with such corre- 
spondents as A. P. Davis.

We do 
not propose to be led off ina round- 
about chase after the engineer, and fire- 
man, and headlight, and flags, “and 
tools, and oil can, and sand box in order 
to bring them piece- meal into a propo- 
sition concerning coal. But we will 
endeavor to include the axioms which 
should be implied in the original state- 
ment of the tariff, and thus cut off the 
whole tribe of B.-Foggers at once. 

Let us begin by announcing a broad 
proposition; a protective tariff can 
benefit a country only under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

First When there is a country.: 

Second—When there are people liv- 
ing in that country. ae 

Third—When the people living in that. 
country have natural resources at their 
command. 

Fourth—When they are disposed to 
utilize such natural resources in manu- 
factures. ‘ 

Fitth— When they are debarred from 
engaging in such manufactures by the 
competition of foreign manufacturers 
whocan make and sell goods cheaper 
than they can. 

When we come to the question of how 
foreign manufacturers can make and 
sell goods cheaper than home manufac- 
turers can, we are confronted, first off, 
with the item of labor. The foreigners 
can undersell us n our own markets be 
cause laborcosts them so much less. 
Very well, then. if we bar out these 
cheap-labor goods, we are helping to 
hold our own markets f or our own goods 
made by higher priced labor, are we 
not? Nothing could be plainer. 

And yet the tariff is only an adjunct. 
It does not itself employ the labor; it 
does not arrange scales of wages; it 
does not pay the men every Saturday 
night. The protective tariff is simply 
an accessory designed to help along 
where other conditions are supplied. 

In the United States’ these other con- 
ditions are mostly favorable. 
a broad country, full of natural re-

We thus hedge it about with safeguards. 
One of these safeguards is a protective 
tariff. Another is the exclusion: of 
alien labor under contract. Another is 
the law for Chinese exclusion. As time 
goeson andthe desirableness of our 


| preserve becomes more manifest to the 


whole world, we shall have to hedge it 
about with still more safeguards, if we 


would not have it overrun by the hun- 


gry hordes of Europe and Asia and its 
superior advantages thus obliterated. 
To ask why the adoption of one of our 
safeguards—the protective tariff—by 
France, Germany and Italy does not 
produce the same advantages for labor 


‘in those countries that we find in the 


United States isto ignore all of the 


other conditions which enter into de- 


termining the status of labor. Neither 


France, Germany nor Italy began the 


present era with a broad, sparsely-pop- 
ulated country, full of undeveloped re- 
sources such as we find in the United 
States. Not one of these countries is 
isolated from its overcrowded neigh- 
bors. Every one of them began with its 
laborers reduced tothe lowest plane of 
civilized existence. Every one of them 
is dominated by laws and social customs 
which keep the laborer down to astrug- 
gle for the bare necessaries of life. 
Neither France, Germany nor Italy had 


such a preserve as ours to fence in; and 


ifthey have built fences they have 
simply inclosed what they had to start 
with. : 
Nevertheless, we believe that the im- 
provement of any one of the conditions 
which affect. the status of labor 
is beneficial. We believe that France, 
Germany and Italy, ‘with 
tective tariffs are helping to improve 
the lot of their working people. 
protective tariff cannot accomplish 
everything, but it can help along with 
the good work.

A Bright Idea from a Novel, 

In these days of pseudo-scientific 
novels it sometimes happens that a 
bright: writer broaches an idea which is 
new to the scientific world and of real 
practical value. It was the younger 
Herschel, we think, who said thata 
good imagination is one of the most 
valuable qualities of an astronomer. 
If he attempts to work in new fields he 
must first imagine his hypothesis and 


follow it with investigation to find out 
whether he is correct or not. In a re- 
cent novel, entitled Answered in the 
Negative,“ the writer advances the 
idea of a microscopic analysis of photo- 
graphs of celestial bodies to reveal an 
accurate knowledge of their physical 
characteristics. The idea is that many 
details too fine for the human eye to 
comprehend are all recorded in the 
picture, and if these details are only 
sufficiently enlarged they may be read 
like an open book: Something anala- 
gous to this method of research has re- 
cently been accomplished abroad. A 
lunar photograph taken by Prof. Holden 
at the Lick Observatory has just been 
enlarged by Dr. Wrenck, of the Prague 
Observatory, to the size of twenty 
times the original. It shows the sur- 
face fully nine feet in diameter, the 
most remarkable feature about it being 
the river-like lines in it. These lines 
are many and vary in appearance, but 
what they really represent, it would be 
hard to determine. Perhaps another 
enlargement to twenty times the pres- 
ent size of the picture would show. 
The possibilities involved in this sort of 
investigation are great.

that were constantly being brought in 
by excited ranchers. 
After a few minutes’ conversation. 
with Detectives Hume and Thocker, I 
joined the four southern officers who 
arrived that morning, and we started 
for che mountains in a four-horse wagon: 
The officers were provided with a 
week's provisions and they stated that 
they intended to drive as far as the 
Sequoia mills, where the road ends, and 
take to the mountains by trails. 

Several hundred men and bays were 
on the streets to see the little party off 
and gave them much encouragement; 
but a glance at the crowd was enough 
to convince a close observer of human 
nature that Evans and his robber pals. 
have many friends in Visgliss . 

Before night set in we reached Wig: 
ger Creek, a distauce of eighteen miles 
from Visalia where Evans and Sontag 
were last seen. This isthe point where 
they took the mountain trails that lead 
to where their camp is supposed to be. 
We pushed on to Camp Badger, a dis- 
tance of thirty-six miles from Visalia, 
where we pnt up for the night. 

A party of detectives and deputy 
sheriffs were patroling the roads in 
this vicinity all night, and early in the 
morning they started a report to the ef- 
fect that Evans had been seen at.a house 


all other rumors, proved to be fälse. 
The deputies and detectives returned 
to Visalia early that day, and we had 
the mountains to ourselves so far as of- 
ficers were concerned, with the excep- 
tion of a couple of Fresno officers who 
remained at the Sequoia mills, sixty- 
five miles from Visalia, until Saturday, 
when they, too, returned to the valley. 
The party reached the Sequoia mills 
early in the forenoon, and camped near 
one of the toughest mountain joints 
that ever existed. This place has been 
in existence three years, and is the gen- 
eral headquarters for quite a number of 
outlaws who make their way into the 
mountains. 
One of the officers met an acquain- 
tance in the person of a butcher named 
‘Putman, who informed him that he be- 
lieved one of the Evans party visited 
his shop the night before at a late hour 
‘and purchased some meat. From the 
description of Grate Dalton he believed 
the visitor to be that outlaw. A close 
watch was kept on the shop that night, 
but the man did not show up again, and 
on the morning of the 12th inst. we 
pulled out for the Gen. Grant National 
Park, as Jim Matson was confident that 
a point nearer the location of the rob-. 
bers could be reached. He and Officer 
Bowler spent the night before in the 
park and met us at the camp of a squad 
of United States soldiers who guard the 
park and keep campers and hunters off. 
The officer gave us permission to camp 
in the park, and as there is noroad run- 
ning back of thesoldiercamp we packed 
our blankets and grub to a secluded spot 
away from the trails, and then a sys- 


| tematic search for the train-robbers 


was begun. | 

Scout Matson is thoroughly ac- 
quainted withevery inch of country 
for miles around, and from daylight un- 
til late at night he kept his little band 
on the move and much country was cov- 
ered. The mountains in this section 
are exceedingly rugged and there are 
thousands of places where a handful of 
meh who are acquainted might conceal 
themselves in the rocks and stand off a 
regiment. That Evans and his gang 
arein the park country there is no 
doubt, but at present they are keeping 
very quiet and will not move around 
much until they are satisfied that there 
are no officers in the vicinity. 

On the afternoon of the 14th inst. 
Jim Matson struck what he believed to 
be a fresh track of Evans. The track 
was followed up the main ridge that 
takes its way from Nigger Creek. The 
track was not over twenty-four hours 
old and from the mannerin which the 
person * ew made it attempted to con- 
ceal all traces by walking on rocks and 
upon the edges of snow brush.“ it was 
evident that-he was making his way to 
some place of concealment.

visions. Some one had placed on bould- 
ers two small stones, between which 
was a stick three or four inches in 
length. Thesesticks all point in the di- 
rection taken by the steps. Several at- 
tempts were made to follow the course 
pointed out by the mysterious signs, but 
they led into a section of the mountains 
that would have to be reached rod by 
rod, and as only a few miles could be 
made in a day, it was decided on the 
night of the 15th to give up the chase 
and return to the valley. 

At 8:30 o’clock the next morning we 
started for the divide, a distance of 
twelve miles from camp, and caught 
the stage for Visalia which passes at 
6:80 o’clock from the Sequoia mills. 
The stage was crowded, but room was 
made for one man, and he rode to 
Badger’s, where he secured a box 
wagon and awaited the arrival of his 
foot-sore companions, who overtook 
him at noon, and after a hurried’ lunch 
the party set out for the valley. 

About seventeen miles out of Visalia 
Sheriff Kay met the party and informed 
them that a couple of citizens, who knew 
Evans well, were chasing him in the 


foothills seven or eight miles north of 


the stage road. 

We turned back and made the best 
possible time to. where..the chase was 
reported to be in progress. Like all 
other rumors, this turned out to be a 
hoax. It seems that a nineteen-year- 
old boy named Hall saw a mounted 
man riding around in a mysterious man- 
ner, and he and another boy gavechase. 
When they overtook the man they 


found that he lived in the neighborhood 


and looked no more like Evans than the 
man in the moon. , 


The officers once more headed for 


‘Visalia and reached that city at 10:30 


o’clock, thus ending the hunt for the 


most successful band of train-robbers — 


that have ever operatedin the United 
States, 


That there are a number of law. abid- 


ing citizens in Tulare County who are 
anxious to see Evans and his gang ar- 
rested, dead or alive, there is not the 
slightest doubt; but the robbers have 
numerous friends throughout the whole 
country, and especially in the moun- 


tains, who will do all in their power to 


protect the outlaws. 
It is not an uncommon thing to hear a 
man, who has the appearance of being 
respectable, say that Evans has never 
robbed a poor man, and as long as he 


de votes himself to corporations they 


will stand by him. 
It is believed b 
law has organized a band of hardened 
criminals, including the Daltons! and 
Dean, for the purpose ot robbing trains, 
and if they are not captured the busi- 
ness will go on for years. They have 
selected for their place of concealment 
a point from which they can easily 
make their way to the swamps back of 
Visalia, and from thereitis easy for 
them to pounce down on a train and 
capture its treasure. 77 

It is now believed that all of the 
train robberies in the San Joaquin 
Valley have been planned by Evans. 
He has spent twenty-five or thirty 
years in that part of the country, and 


‘knows every deer trail in the moun- 


tains back of that place, and it is no 
trouble for him to lead his gang to a 


place of concealment that the officers 


cannot reach. 


That he has kept Grate Dalton in one 


of his camps ever since that notorious 
scamp escaped from the Visalia jail 
there is little doubt. 2 
Last fall Evans and John Sontag 
passed through the park in the direction 
of the ridge where the mysterious signs 
and tracks were found. They were on 
snow-shoes, and Evans introduced Son- 


tag as a Southern Pacific engineer who | 


wished to see the big trees. 

The two men were over there for the 
purpose of taking food to Dalton, as it 
is not probable that they would make a 
trip when the snow stood eight or ten 
feet deep just for pleasure. 


Sheriff Kay of Visalia is determined 


to capture the gang if they come out of 
the mountains, and he is now playing the 
waiting game, as he is confident that 
both Evans and Sontag will visit Evans’ 
home in Visalia sooner or later.

A CAPITAL OFFNSE. 


‘Train Robbers Punishabie by Death or Im- 


prisonment for Life. 
The robbing of passenger trains is a 
capital offense under the following 
statute, passed by the last Legislature: 


Penal Code, Section 218.—Every person 
who shall throw out a switch, removea 
railor place any obstruction on any rail- 


road in the State of California with the in- 


tention of derailing any passenger, freight 
‘or other train, or Who shall unlawfully 
board any passenger train with the inten- 
tion of robbing the same, or who shall un- 


lawfully place any dynamite or other ex. 


plosive material or any other obstruction 
on the track of any ratlroad in the State of 
California, with the intention of blowing 
up or derailing any passenger, freight or 
other train, or who shall unlawfully set fire 
to any railroad bridge or trestle over 
which any passenger, freight or other train 
must pass, with the intent of wrecking said 
train, upon conviction shall be judged 
guilty of telony and shall be punished with 
death or imprisonment in the State prison 
for life, at the option of the jury trying the 
case. 

The ' foregoing law was approved 
March 81, 1891, and wentinto effect 
immediately.

Colorado street forever as a safe driveway.

Third Meeting of Southern California 
Farmers’ Institute.

A Number of Interesting Addresses Deliv- 
ered—Sugar.beet Culture Discussed 
by Richard Gird—Thc Pomona 


Republican Club. 


The Southern California Farmers’ Insti- 
tute held its third quarterly session at 
Chino yesterday. The meetings are of 
great importance and interest to all fruit- 
growers and farmers in Southern Califor- 
nia, andthe meeting of yesterday was a 
specially interesting one. 

The meeting was calledtoorder by the 
president, ©. C. Thompson of Pasadena, 
and the proceedings recorded by H. W. 
Kruckelberg, of the Rural Californian, Los 
Angeles. , 

Afterthe regular routine business had 
been disposed of it was proposed to merge 
the Farmer’s Institute and the Pomological 
Society into one body., but after the ap- 
pointing of a committee it was decided that 
the plan wasnota feasible one, but that 
one meeting would be held each year at the 
same time and in conjunction with the Po- 
mological Society. 

The first thing on the programme was an 
address upon walniit-raising by C. A. Coff- 
man of Rivera. The address was an inter- 
esting one, the main point being that the 
trees should be set out from fifty to sixty 
feet apart sothat the fruit would not shed 
fromthe branches overlaping. This point 
was also acceeded to by other members. 

The next was the desiroying of insect 

sts, which subject was ascribed to Dr. 

. H. Dunn of Pomona, but that gentleman 
was unavoldably absent. 

The next was, perhaps, the most impor- 
tant one to Southern California, which was 
“Citrus Culture; and Why Do Oranges Drop 
so Much Young Fruit.“ The subject raised 
| alot of heated discussion, some of the cit- 

rus fruit-growers maintaining that it was 
because of too much irrigation. 

L. M. Holt of Riverside said he had an 
orchard that had been irrigated twice 
every month since March and the water let 
run forty-eight hours at a time, and he 
thought he had about as fine a crop as the 
next one. Another Riverside orchardist 
had only irrigated twice this year and he 
had a fine crop also. 

After mucn discussion it seemed that 
locality must be taken into consideration 
the trees got.

The chief of 
horticulture of the World’s Fair had asked 
that the trees be sent at once, so that they 
could be put into the Horticultural building 
for the winter. It was unanimously de- 
cided to keep the trees till just before the 
Ist of May, as the members were ceriain 
that, by sending the trees now, they 
would shed their leaves and bloom, owing 
to the fact that they were not accustomed 
tothe climate, and the trees would bea 
disgrace instead of a credit to California. 

Next followed an address by Hon. Rich- 
ard Gird on sugar-beet raising, who, after 
explaining that our California soil and sun- 
shine produced the finest beets for sugar- 
making in the world, and that the Pacific 
Coast turnished 90,000 tons of sugar every 
year tothe United States, explained the 
great sugar factory and the enormous work 
being done there. The factory is turning 
out 430 tons of sugar every day, and last 
week shipped 2,720,000 pounds of sugar. 
After an address by fi. T. Oxnard, who ex- 
plained the method of converting beets 
into sugar, the meeting adjourned until 
this morning at 8 o'clock, when the mem- 
bers will be shown over the valley and 
througk the factory, and at 12:30 p.m. 
will adjourn and be treated to a lawn lunch 
at Mr. Gird’s residence.

The examination of Francisco Torres 
drags its weary length along in the Jus- 
tice’s Court iu this city. Nearly all of the 
witnesses are Mexicans, whose slight 
knowlege of English makes it necessary to 
have an interpreter, and consequently the 
taking of testimony proceeds slowly. 

Jesus Macia, the man who lives, with the 
woman, Joaquina Lugo, testified to finding 
the body and notifying Modjeska’s garde- 
ner and carpenter. 

E. Anges, the gardener and Joe Niebles, 
an employs of the ranch, testified that they 
examined McKelvey’s body and found him 
dead, and also described the position of the 
body.

It is thought that Torres will be put upon 
the stand tomorrow.

The ore 
from the Bluelight mines is yielding $50 
per ton orean average, although some 
tons of the rock yielded as high as $400. 
Galena is found in many places in Silver- 
ano Canon and many mines are being 
worked. Capt. Hawthorne, who owns the 
Quincy mine, is going to erect a mill at 
once and will put in a Freemandry concen- 
trator. He has 400 tons of ore now ready. 
for the mill and has sunk a tunnel in the 
hill 115 feet. Prospects for a good yield 
of ore in the various mining districts are 
most favorable, and many people believe 
that in a few more months Californians 
will be talking in no small way of the rich. 
ness of the galena mines of Orange county.
